| ARE @UARDED 01 CLOSELY BY DETECTIVES. 


Mrs. Cleveland and Children Seldom 
Out of Sight of Officers. 

Washington, D. C.; Oct. 16.—(Special. ]— 
When Mrs. Cleveland with her three little 
daughters, and accompanfed by the nurse, 
the governess, and maid, arrived in this 
city there were in the same car and close to 
the party as they entered their carriages 
three secret service officers, one of whom 
was the brother of Chief Hazen. 

It appears the attendance of these officers 
had not been merely temporary, but during 
the stay of the President’s s famiy at Buz- 
zard’s Bay there was a detail watching the 
premises. day and night in order to protect 
the President, his wife, and little ones from 
cranks and evil-minded persons who‘might 
try in the seclusion of that place to work 
pérsonal harm to Mr. or Mrs. Cleveland or 
to kidnap one or more of the children. 

This custom of traveling with government 
detectives near their persons was not 
adopted by any of Mr. Cleveland's prede- 
cessors, and the precaution now is said to be 
taken on account of the anxiety of the Pres- 
ident’s friends. Every day or so some crank 
or other visits the White House and the daily 
mail of the President contains threatening 
epistles, which, by the way, never reach his 
eye, as the watchful Thurber deposits them 
in the waste basket before he sends the mail 
to his Chief. 

As the President returned to Washington 
by water and was isolated from all the out- 
side world it was not necessary for him to 
be accompanied by any of the secret service 
officers. The force on duty at Gray Gables 
was therefore ordered to accémpany Mrs. 
a at and her little flock back to Wash- 

nton. 

Another precaution for the safety of his 
children has been taken by President Cleve- 
land, and that is the closing of the exten- 
sive grounds in the rear of the mansion so 
that the children cannot be approached by 
any one passing through. When the Presi- 
dent’s children are at home, however, the 
gates are closed and locked and no one is 
seen in the inclosure except the nurse and the 
little ones and occasionally Mrs. Cleveland 
herself.

The shooting attracted a crowd, and when

all colored, attempted a rescue. The officers, 
however, drew their revolvers, and held the 
mob at bay until the patrol wagon came.

An 
order was signed by Judge Beach of the Su- 
preme Court today discontinuing the two 
actions brought by Anness and Pinchon 
against the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
company without costs to either party.

He was ar- 
rested in Mavana during the month af Feb- 
ruary last with Aguirre, Ramon Perez, Tru- 
jilio, and others, and was incarcerated in 
the Cabanas prison on the charge of having 
rebelled against the Spanish Government, 

Sanguilly fought with zeal and courage 
during the revolt of 1868 and rose from a 
private soldier to the rank of General. But 
his cond ict recently has not met with the ap- 
proval of the patriots. 

He is said to have been short in his ac- 
counts with a railroad company at Havana a 
few years ago, and it is claimed he gambled 
away half of the funds collected by Mativel 
Garcia, which were given into his care to 
be used in the cause of Cuba, and some sur- 
prise was expressed at the fact that he was 
granted citizenship papers in New York. 

A rumor was circulated in Havana some 
time after his arrest that he had been paid 
$25,000 by the Spanish Government, guaran- 
teed protection, and offered a position in the 
Philippine Islands. 

In any case Sanguilly, after being taken 
into custody, appealed to Consul-General 
Williams at Havana, and the latter cabled 
to the State Department at Washington 
soon afterwards that the American ¢itizen- 
ship of the prisoner having been established 
to the satisfaction of the Captain-General of 
Cuba, his trial, in accordance with treaty 
stipulations, had been transferred from the 
court martial to the civil tribunal.

TOBACCO TRUST HITS ON A BEW FLAN. 


Seeks to Establish an Obstacle fer Op- 
ponents Through Jobbers. 

The tobacco trust has made a fresh move 
in its fight with the anti-trust houses, the ef- 
fect of which, if it is successful, will be to es- 
tablish an obstacle in the way of the latter 
securing a selling outlet through the jobbing 
trade for the cigarets which it has been an- 
nounced the outsiders will offer on the mar- 
ket. The trust offers the middlemen induce- 
ments to let its opponents’ cigarets alone. 
The offer is submitted in the form of 4 con- 
tract signed by J. B.. Duke, President of 
the American Tobacco company, copies of 
which reached the trade yesterday. 

The jobber accepting the conditions of the 
contract agrees that all cigarets consigned 
to him shall remain the property of the trust, 
subject to the lien of his advance upon them. 
He must sell only to the retail trade, except 
on the trust’s written permission, and only 
at the price fixed by the combine. If he 
handles the cigarets of opposition mantu-~ 
facturers without discriminating against the 
goods of the trust, the latter will give him a 
commission of 244 per cent in addition to his 
profit. If he will handie the trust's 
exclusively his commission will be 7% per 
cent. if he will make a formal writing so 
to do he will be given an additional commis- 
sion of 2% per cent, making 10 per cent in 
all over and above his regular profits.

If the ordinances in question were lawful 
ones then nobody has done wrong, 80 the 
court will have to settle first whether the 
Council exceeded its powers. The charter 
says that the appropriations for the year 
must be made during the first quarter, and 
that no money can be appropriated there- 
after for any purpose unless the voters give 
their assent at a special or gencral election. 
or unless there shall be need of some “ im- 
provement the necessity of which is caused 
by any casualty or accident happening after 
such annual appropriation is: made.” In 
the latter event two-thirds of the Aldermen 
may make an appropriation. 

The chief offefise charged against Ald. 
Madden, and for which it is sought to have 
him fined and removed from office, is that he 
voted in April of last year, after the passage 
of the regular appropriation bill, for an or- 
dinance to expend $100,000 for the erection 
of a new and greatly needed smallpox hos- 
pital. It is claimed by those who voted for 
that ordinance that an impending smallpox 
epidemic not anticipated earlier in the year 
brought their action within the exception 
mentioned above and made it perfectly 
lawful. 

The court in passing on that point will 
bear in mind that the Council, rather than 
himself, is made the judge as to whether an 
emergency really exists, and he will give 
great weight to the opinion of the Alder- 
men, He will hesitate to review their ac- 
tion unileas it is clearly apparent that there 
has been nothing in the nature of a casualty 
or an accident to justify the appropriation. 

In the case of this smallpox hospital the 
court will be informed that the Council act- 
ed. on the advice of the medical officers of 
the city and the law officers, and he will be 
informed also that the appropriation made 
added nothing to the tax levy, for the 
money came out of revenue not otherwise 
appropriated. The burdens of the tax- 
payers were not increased. 

Nothing will come out of this suit so far 
as Ald. Madden is concerned, But there 
have been instances in the past where the 
Council has made special appropriations in 
a way not warranted by law. It will dono 
harm to have the attention of the Aldermen 
called to the fact, so that they may be more 
careful in the future, or sometime may vote 
themselves into trouble. 


WHEAT UROPS AND PRICES. 

The European agent of the United States 
Agricultural Department reports it as a 
general conclusion in the British cereai 
trade that the wheat harvest of the world 
for 1805 is about 100 million bushels less 
than that of 1894. The re adds that a 
greatly reduced quantity wheat is being 


ve '! fed to live stock, so that it is inferred the 
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: quantity available for, human consumption 


from the crops of this year is about equal 
to that from the crops of 1804. To this it 
may be remarked that the claim of exten- 
sive wheat feeding last winter to live stock 
in the United States was pretty exten- 
sively laughed at, so far as it applied to 
any but very low grade wheat, which it was 
not worth while to ship from the farm be- 
cause of its low value for flour making, and 
that some of the folks usually supposed to 
be well estimated the quantity thus 
fed did not much if any exceed 50 million 
bushels. It also was a favorite idea in the 
British Isles that the reports of wheat feed- 
ing to animals in the United States last win- 
ter were canards, invented by the bull ele- 
ment in the hope of influencing pesca } in fa- 
vor of sellers. 

The tentative estimates of a few weeks 
ago in regard to the world’s production of 
wheat indicated a mtich greater falling off 
than 100 million bushels from the aggre. 
gate for 1804. They made the deficiency 
nearly double that quantity, and it is fair 
to assnme that the decrease in the quantity 
available for hunian consumption is at 
least 100 millions, after making allowance 
for a- smaller ion by live stock 
in this country, there being no important 
change in this respect reported for ‘other 
lands. That amounts to about 4 per cent 
of the total of 2,400 million bushels of 1894, 


and experience indicates that it ought to 
1 make a difference of not far from twice 


that in tlie average price, which varies ac- 
cording to the supposed change in the sur- 
plus or deficieney from the ordinary re- 
quirements for consumption. The price dif- 
ference should be still greater in the United 
States, as the official estimates show a de- 
crease of 8 per’ cent in total yield here, 
and the deduction is sustained by the fact 
of a great decrease in the movement from 
first hands since the beginning of the cur- 
rent cereal year. The receipts at the prin- 
cipal primary markets of the United States 
since the close of June to date are 22 per 
cent less than those for the same time last 
year, and the visible supply, which is the

Mr, BS C. bea vo ihe late teller of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, 
reached Chicago yesterday thorning in com 
pany with a suite of Pinkertonian detec- 
tives who had discovered him in Mexico and 
prevailed upon him to return with them, 
Mr... Van, Bokkelen, it will be remembered, 
stole between 30 and 40 thousand dollars 
from the bank of which he was a teller ani 
cut a wide swath with themoney. He was 
paid a salary of $2,000 per annum and he 
lived in the style of a $10,000 or $20,000 
salary. The money which he abstracted 
was mainly squandered in gambling and 
upon women, wine, dogs, and other luxuries 
which are very expensive, and in the end 
entirely unsatisfactory. It is needless to 
say that when Mr. Van Bokkelen went to 
Mexico he had but little of his stealings 
left, because that is the rule with nearly all 
defaulters, 

The embezzler who gets away with enough 
of his employer's money to live upon for 
any length of time is the exception. The 
thief and his money are soon parted. Mr. 
Van Bokkelen will now pass into the hands 
of the Sheriff, and if justice has its dues he 
will thence pass into the hands of the War- 
den at Joliet, and that will be the end of 
Mr. Van Bokkelen for some years to come. 
In the seclusion of the penitentiary he will 
have an opportunity to study the problem 
whether the game was worth the brief 
candle. 

It will never cease to be an occasion for 
wonderment that peculators of the class of 
Van Bokkelen imagine they can conduct a 
$20,000 establishment upon $2,000 capital 
without sooner or later being found out, 
eaught, and punished, and that with a salary 
of two or three thousands they can run two 
households, “* plunge”’ on boards of trade 
and stock exchanges, drive swell turnouts, 
give champagne suppers, and in general con- 
duct themselves in the style of a millionaire 
without being exposed, caught, and pun- 
ished. 


THE MILWAUKEE CELEBRATION. 

The quarter of a niillion citizens of Mil- 
waukee, aided by many thousands of yvis- 
itors from this and other States, are ap- 
propriately celebrating the lapse of half a 
eentury since the ten thousand people then 
living there placed themselves under mu- 
nicipal government. Yesterday was the 
fiftieth anniversary of that event, and it 
was a right royal time. From the rising of 
the sun, which was heralded by the boom- 
ing of cannon, the ringing of bells, and the 
tooting of numerous whistles, to long after 
darkness surrounded the city every moment 
was occupied by the jubilee display, the 
most Lrilliant artificial Hlumination suc- 
ceetling the setting of the sun below their 
horizon. Flags, streamers, and festoons 
decked every available point, and the streets 
were lined with people watching an im- 
mense civie and military parade, this being 
followed in the evening by a grand bicycle 
parade, and that by formal receptions and 
festive gatherings indoors. The weather 
being at its best, there was full opportunity 
for making the most of the display, and it 
was taken advantage of. The rejoicings 
will be extended over today. The State of 
Illinois and the City of Chicago were nu- 
merously represented, and the people of 
Milwaukee khow that they have the warm- 
est appreciation from millions who were 
unable to be present. Chicago extends the 
hand of sisterly feeling to her northern 
neighbor. The two are linked together by 
numerous and strong commercial ties, an.] 
the energy and enterprise of its inhabitants 
long since has etititled Milwaukee to. be 
called the Chicago of our — State 
of Wisconsin. 

THERE WAS A VALID CONTRACT WITH 
THE CITY. 

A legal correspondent of Taz Trisune, 
writing about the suit of the county to get 
possession of the City Hall, says: 

The city has not, and never has had, any right 
to the land or its possession, and it is well-settled 
law that “if one man erects buildings upon. the 
land of another voluntarily and without any con- 
tract, such buildings become a part of the land, 
and the builder has no right to remove them.”’ 

But there was_a contract, a most elab- 
orate and explicit one, made during Mayor 
Medill’s term in 1872. It will be found on 
pages 166-168 of Tuley’s Laws and Ordi- 
nances of Chicago. As early as 1858 the 
city and county had an agreement in writ- 
ing for the joint occupancy of the public 
square. In 1872, after the great fire had 
destroyed the old county and city structure, 
the city and county officials made a new 
contract of joint occupancy, which was exe- 
euted Aug. 28, 1872. By that bargain it 
was agreed the city should build on the west 
half of the block and the county on the east 
half, the two buildings to be of uniform de- 
sign, It was covenanted further that the 
city should have the control and occu 


pancy of whatever it put up, “ without. 


hindrance and forever,” provided that if the 
city ceased to use its building, or rented it, 
then it should forfeit all its rights to oceupy 
theground. The city did build in the course 
of time and has occupied its building ever 
since and has no intention of ceasing te 
occupy it.

2,000,000 ounces, worth 37% million dollars. 
One-third of this amount was reckoned as 
gross profit, and nearly 8 million dollars 
was paid in dividends. The yield of this 
year is estimated at a 25 per cent increase, 
and if that of next year should be 3,000,000 
ounces at the same rate of profit there 
would be 11% millions for dividends,» But 
the present market “ value”’ of the Wit- 
watersrand gold shares is fully 750 million 
dollars, on which there would be a return of 
only 1.58 per cent for the business of next 
year if the expected rate of increase be 
kept up, and it is but 1 per cent on the busi- 
ness of last year, And this makes ho al- 
lowance for the gradual and inevitable ex- 
haustion of the property. The use of money 
can be obtained more cheaply in England 
than in the United States, but the owners 
of money are not likely to want to invest 
much of it in “ Kaffirs” at cugrent rates, 
and when this fact is once ascertained therv 
soon will be a rush to sell by those who 
bought only in the hope of being able to sell 
again at a further advance. There are 
enormous quantities of gold in the Wit- 
watersrand district, but when the mines 
there are capitalized at three or four times 
their value there is bound to be a collapse 
just as certainly as in the case of wheat, 
pork, cotton, or copper soon after either of 
them has beén pushed up to fancy prices. 


DANGERS OF “LOCAL CURRENCY.” 

Mr. Oscar Bradford of Helena, Mont., is 
the author of a plan for what he claims 
would be “a safe system of: local cur- 
rency.’ He assumes that “the continual 
drain of interest payments to New York " is 
the cause of the comparative poverty of the 
South and West; that the nationalization 
of all forms of bank notes (rendering them 
equally good in all parts of the country) 


tends to pile them up in New York in idle’ 


abundance while other sections are suffer- 
ing for lack of them; that if the Federal 
prohibitive tax of 10 per cent on. State 
bank notes were removed each community 
at once would create circulating notes equal 
to its needs, basing them on local securities: 
and that this would compensate for the in- 
equality of division of a $26 per capita into 
$40 in the Hastern States “where not 
needed,” as against $10 in the West and 
South, “ where development requires the 
stimulant of an easy money market.” He 
thinks “the unreasoning popular prejudice 
against the so-called wildcat notes will 
operate to prevent the repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax,” but that the difficulty can be 
overcome somewhat as follows: 

Create 4n auxiliary system of “ State” 
banks, subject to control and inspection by 
the National Banking Bureau; impose a 
tax on circulation sufficiently large to create 
a redemption fund with which to redeem the 
notes of banks that may fail; a minimum fe- 
serve required for all banks, to be held in 
greenbacks or gold or silver coin; the notes 
of solveit banks to be redeemed only at 
their bank counters and at designated 
places convenient of access within the 
State; the deposit with the Controller of the 
Currency at Washington of State, eounty, 
and municipal bonds of the States wherein 
banks are located, and the issue of notes 
to the extent of 90 per cent of the par value 
of the bonds; and the appointment by the 
President of a commission of three men 
which shall pass favorable upon all bonds 
before acceptance for indemnity purposes, 
one member to be chosen from south of the 
Ohio and east of the Mississippi, one north 
of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi, and 
the third from west of the Mississippi. Mr. 
Bradford claims the adoption of such a 
measure would enormously benefit the in- 
dustries of every part of the United States. 

The plan would not give the relief hoped 
for. The persons who desire this kind of 
money are those who are running behind, 
and cannot get good money because they 
have nothing to buy it with or not’ suf- 
ficient good security to offer as borrowers. 
The reason for the paucity of money in the 
arid regions is primarily that the people 
there spend more than their income on ac- 
count of the aridity of the country. The ex- 
penses exceed the earnings. Hence they 
have borrowed heavily on their credit, and 
find it difficult to procure the interest when 
it becomes due, If they got cheaper money 
it would be poorer money. Hither for 
buying purposes or for the payment of in- 
terest ‘the notés wotld be worth only what 
Eastern merchants, bankers, and creditors 
would be willing to accept them at, which 
rate would be determined by their value in 
gold or par money, and this would depend 
on the value of the security and the readi- 
negs with which redemption could be ef- 
fected when desired. The banks from which 
the impectnious class could bofrow the 
most readily would be precisely those which 
had obtained bonds most easily and cheap- 
ly, arid their notes the least secured, hence 
the least valuable, and therefore subject 
to a discount. The banks which have their 
notes well-secured would not be willing to 
lend to men who were “hard up,” and they 
now are willing to lend at cheap rates to all 
who have good security to offer, while 
money from the Bast is easily obtainable 
in the West and South by those who have 
something to sell for it. The Southern cot- 
ton planters and Western cattle and grain 
growers find no difficulty in obtaining gold 
for their cotton or crops or cattle or swine, 
and the Western miners can sell at its com- 
mercial value all the silver bullion they have 
to offer. Money accumulates at the finan- 
cial centers because it is easy to distribute 
it from them when required.

State bank notes, based on local securities, 
would constitute a frail and dangerous cur- 
rency, as they did before they were wiped 
out during the war. 

The test of the notes would be found in the 
redemption. Merchants at the East would 
not take the notes in payment for goods, nor 
creditors in payment of principal or interest, 
unless satisfied they would be redeemed at 
par with gold. The notes would be sorted 
out and sent home for redemption, and any 
bank that fell back on its assumed right to 
redeem in silver would at once find its notes 
nearly 50 per cent below gold par. Assoon 
as the notes went below par, far that orany 
other reason, they would begin the process 
of rapid degeneration into the classification 
of wildcat shinplasters. The people would 
be sick of taking them in exchange for their 
farm produce at the North, their cotton at 
the South, their cattle and mining products 
in the West. Then the cheap stuff would 
drop out of circulation and the dear people 
have to stand the loss on a scheme plausibly 
proposed for their benefit, but actually for 
their great detriment and loss. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL MUDDLE. 

Gov. Altgeld has signed a release for ali 
the wretched girls in the Industrial School 
at Evanston. The County Commissioners, 
with President Healy at their head, went 
up there and presented the children with 
their releases, having already cut-off the 
appropriation for their support. There was 
a reverend gentleman in attendance whu 
was ready to place them in homes. This is 
one side of the picture. The other side 
shows that under the peculiar influences 
of Mrs. Wickens and Mrs. Wallace the 
Governor and the County Commissioners 
and the Children’s Home Society were 
routed, the children preferring to stay 
where they were. They were released by 
the Governor, but they wouldn’t go. They 
were advised by Supt. Healy to step out, 
but they declined with tears and_ shrieks. 
They were offered homes by the reverend 
gentleman and they reviled him. Mean: 
while Mesdames Wickens and Waliace re- 
joiced at the outcome, and were not slow in 
giving expression to their pleasure. Butas 
the children have been “released,” and as 
money for their maintenance has been cut 
off, how do these worthy women propose to 
eare for ghem? They cannot live upon 
Mrs. Wickens’ hypnotism nor upon Mrs. 
Wallace's vigor. They are young, growing, 
and healthy, and have enormous capacity 
for eating. Some one must supply them with 
victuals. That they should want to stay 
where they are is not so much a tribute to 
the maternal care and affection of these ex- 
cellent ladies as it is a testimonial to the 
fact that they have been living in dirt with 
nothing to do, and enjoy it. Most children 
under the restraints of discipline would 
look upon the Evanstonian herders’ plan, 
with its accompaniments of laziness and 
freedom to get dirty, as a realiza- 
tion of the Garden of Eden. But 
this is not to the point. Some: 
thing must be done for the herd, and that 
something right away, and the most prac- 
tical thing to do for those who have no 
homes or friends who can take charge of 
them is to place them in good homes. Sooner 
or later this will have to be done. The man- 
agers of the so-called home have no right 
to retain them, and if they had they have 
no money with which to take care of theni. 


BIVER OUT OF WATER. 

At this time navigation on the Mississippi 
above Cairo has stopped for lack of water 
to float steamboats. The light-draft pack- 
ets which are in the habit of plying between 
St. Louis and Cairo have had to tie up. 
There is barely enough water in the river 


‘to enable the ferryboats to cross between 


the Illinois and Missouri shores, This is 
the river which certain visionary individuals 
insist must be supplied “somehow with suf- 
ficient water to enable ships drawing six- 
teen to eighteen feet to navigate from Chi- 
cago to the mouth of the Illinois and thence 
to the Gulf at all seasons of the year when 
the stream is not frozenup. They want the 
General Government to take this matter 
in hand and convert the Mississippi River, 
which a boy can wade across, into a great 
waterway, drawing on the great lakes for 
most of the water which will be needed. 


If enough were taken from them to furnish 


sixteen feet of water at St. Louis at this 
time the harbors on the lower lakes would 
feel it seriously, and their commerce would . 
bé damaged. But there will be no such di- 
version. Only about 300,000 cubic feet a 
minute will be sent down the drainage chan- 
nel and the Illinois. That will not add more 
than a foot to the Mississippi below Alton, 
and it will not hurt lake navigation.

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TELEPHONE SYSTEM FOR HYDE PARK 


New Piant Is Being Pat In on the Con- 
duit Pian. 

Hyde Park, or rather that part of it rep- 
resented by the Thirty-second Ward, is to 
have a telephone system all its own soon. 
Yesterday the Hyde Park District Telephone 
company began laying nduits for tele- 
phone wires in Forty-sevénth street from 
State to Ellis avenue and in Ellis avenue to 
Forty-fifth street, and the work will be pros- 
ecuted as fast as the consent of property- 
owners can be secured. 

When Hyde Park was the largest village 
in the world its Board of Trustees granted to 
three residents of St. Louis, of whom a man 
named McCasiand was the leading spirit, a 
franchise for a telephone system for the 
territory under their control. Mr. McCas- 
land put up a few poles and strung a few 
wires and then his company went into bank- 
ruptcy, Homer J. Galpin being appointed re- 
ceiver. 

Mr. Galpin found little to administer upon. 
The franchise was offered the Bell Tele- 
phone company and others, but Mr. Galpin 
conld find no buyer until recently, when 
some residents of Springfield,, Ill., thought 
they saw money in the enterprise and se- 
cured it, practically for the asking. They 
have formed a company to build the system 
and have started with the work. As the 
franchise declares that the consent of the 
property-owners must be obtained before 
the wires canbe strung they have been 
forced to use an underground conduit sys- 
tem instead of overhead wires, it being much 
easier to secure consent for the former than 
the latter. 

The idea is to establish a tarepnene system 
for the Thirty-second Ward alone, the rent 
of the instruments being one-quarter that 
charged by the Bell company. 

It is intended also to make a connection 
at the central office with the Bell company, 
so that when a subscriber to the district sys- 
tem wishes to talk with one to the Bell sys- 
tem he can do so. For this service a charge 
of a few cents will be made, but the claim 
of the district company is that these ‘tolls, 
added to the rentals of its instruments, will 
not amount in a year to the cost of a Bell in- 
strument, while to the people who desire a 
telephone in their houses, mainly for mar- 
keting and similar purposes, it offers a much 
cheaper service. 

On the other hand, the Bell company is di- 
vided in opinion as to whether the district 
company will be a good or bad thing for it. 
It argues that some of its subscribers may 
take out its instruments and put in those of 
the district company. On the other hand, 
it figures it would collect considerable in tolls 
from subscribers to the district company, 
who now go to the corner drug store with 
their messages and pay it nothing. In the 
meanwhile, if the Thirty-second Ward com- 
pany proves a success other district compa- 
nies may be established throughout the city. 


INDIANA AVENUE WOMEN ENLIST. 


They Hold an Indignation Meeting to 
Fight the Troliey Line. 

They don’t want any trolley cars. The 
women of Indiana avenue held an indigna- 
tion meeting yesterday afternoon. They 
don’t want to have their homes disfigured 
by poles and overhead wires. And they 
pledged themselves yesterday to band to- 
gether and work against it all. 

The meeting was held at the home of Mxs. 
J. I. Fitch, No. 3159 Indiana avenue, and 
concerns that portion of.the street which 
lies between Twenty-second and Thirty- 
ninth streets. There were over twenty wom- 
en present, most of whom own property on 
the street. And while there may have been 
an occasional faux pas as to parliamentary 
usage, when it came to dividing up terri- 
tory for canvass there were a dozen willing 
hands ready for every block. 

“We do not claim for ourselves any legal 
power in the matter,’’ said Mrs. Ayers, the 
chosen President of the association, “ but 
we hope, in a social way, to throw our in- 
fluence in the balance with the Indiana Ave- 
nue Improvement Association.”

All were agreed on this point and decided 
that the only way a canvass could be suc- 
cessfully carried on would be to ask for nig 
hatures as opposing the trolley entirely. 
vote was then taken as to how the A 
should be divided. It was agreed to as far 
as possible let each woman visit the proper- 
ty-owners in her own block. But where any 
woman found her task too hard there were a 
dozen willing to help her out.

Neither the Vanderbilt nor the Gould-Sage 
people make aoy denial of the story regard- 
ing the proposed absorption of the Union Pa- 
cific by the Vanderbilts, or rather the Chicago 
and Northwestern, which is a Vanderbilt 
property. Chauncey Depew, when asked a 
day or two ago what the plans of the Vandor- 
bilts were in thie matter, smiled one of his 
sweetest smiles, but refased to be inter. 
viewed. Union Pacific officials and others 
interested in the road virtually admit the cor- 
rectness of the report. 

President Huntington of the Southern 
Pacific is satisfied the Vanderbilts wii get 
control of the Union Pacific, but denies there 
areany negotiations going on for the sdle to 
them of the Central Pacific. He expresses 
the hope, however, of bemg able to make @ 
strong traffic agreement with them. 

A prominent railroad official, supposed to 
be well informed, says itis evident men se 
prominent in the Vanderbilt interest as Depew 
and Hughitt would not have consented to 
serve on the Union Pacific Reorganization 
committee without a previous clear under- 
standing as to the part which the Chicago and 
Northwestern was to play in the evolution of 
the property. 

Railroad managers in Chicago express de. 
light over the prospect of the Vanderbilts get- 
ting control of the Union Pacific. They 
think, with the Vanderbiltse in charge, the 
road will be managed much more conserva. 
tively than it is at present or has been in the 
past, and this will enable all the trans-Mis. 
souri lines to maintain payimg rates. 

Among the provisions of the Union Pacific 
reorganization pian are these: An assessment 
ot $15 on the stock, for which preferred 
stock may be given. An issue of $100,000,- 
000 4 ver cent bonds for the firsts and the 
government debt. An issue of $75,000,000 
preferred stock. Bondholders will get new 
bonds at par and five shares of preferred 
stock for each $1,000 bond. The common 
stock will probabiy remain unchanged. 

San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 16,—United 
States Senator Thurston, counsei for the 
Unien Pacific, is in the city and was asked 
what he thought of the report that the Van- 
aerbilte were endeavoring to secure control 
of the Union Pacific. 

*‘It is apparent to the most casual observ- 
er,”’ said Mr; Thurston, “that the Vander- 
bilte must be having a ‘say’ in the Union Pa- 
cific when such men as Chauncey M. Depew 
and Marvin Hughitt are two of the commit- 
tee of five who are to reorganize the road’s 
present indebtedness. I cannot swear that 
the Vanderbilts are going to take the Union 
Pacific, but I would not be surpriséd if the 
Vanderbilts should sooner or later be found 
to have an influential voice in the property’s 
direct management.”’ .
